Editorial Writer of Los An-

geles Times Takes First
Vacation in Years.

G. W. Burton, the man behind the
Los Angeles Times editorials, is in El
Paso.

He did not
hear of the catastrophe until Monday,
when a Texas trainman on the west
coast line told him of the explosion
and the resulting fatalities. Having
missed his boat at Mazatlan, Mr. Bur-
ton came to the states and to El Paso
en route to Mexico City and Vera Cruz,
where he will start on his delayed
vacation trip abroad. i

Although 72 years old, Mr. Burton
has been actively engaged in the game
of getting out a big newspaper for the
past seven years without a vacation ,

and was just starting on a years leave
of absence when the fatal explosion
occurred in Los Angeles. "While abroad
he will write a series of syndicated
letters and magazine stories for the
American newspapers and magazines,
in addition to a series of special ar-
ticles for the Times. Mr. Burton spent
the day in El Paso and Juarez and left
Friday . evening on the National Rail-
ways express for Mexico City.
